LETTER FROM DAKOTA. 

A few days since, I chanced to meet 
an old Wisconsin acquaintance on the 
streets of Parker, Turner Co., Dakota. 
During our conversation he asked: ‘In 
your travels in Dakota have you seen 
any village which pleases you in site, 


arrangement and appearance as does 
this place?” I could not say that I 


had, and my friend spoke earnest words 
in favor of Parker as compared with 
other places recently visited. A brother 
minister said: ‘* Parker people appear 
to take more pride in painting their 
houses, and adorning their yards, than 
the people of any other Dakota town I 
have seen.” 

Parker is worthy of notice in several 
respects. It located about forty 
miles from both the east and the south 
lines of the Territory, in the very fertile 
valley of the Vermillion River, and on

ing the streets almost like pavement. 
Over eight hundred people call the 
place home; but as much business is 
done here as ina town of nearly twice 
that number of inhabitants farther east, 
as most of the people are young, fam- 
ilies are small, and all are engaged in 
business.
